One of the foremost explorers of man's unconscious world, Carl Jung, will 
be the subject of several lectures and an exhibition at Concordia University, 
Thursday, October 14th through October 20th. 

The lectures will be given by Dr. James Hillman, a former director and cur- 
rently a lecturer at the C.G. Jung Institute of Zurich. Dr. Hillman has written 
humerous articles and books on the works of Jung. His works include "Suicide and 
Soul", "The Myth of Analysis: Three Essays in Archetypal Psychology", "In 
Search: Psychology and Religion" and "Revisioning Psychology". 

The lectures are held in conjunction with a exhibition prepared by the 
Pro-Helvetia Foundation of Switzerland and circulated in North America by the 
Smithsonian Institution of Washington, D.C.

Exhibition 
The exhibition, entitled "C.G. Jung", will be held on the mezzanine of the 


Hall Building. Through text, photographs and colour reproductions of Jung's own 
drawings from his famous Red Book as well as drawings of his analysands, the 
exhibition examines his work with the unconscious mind and the collective nyths 
and archetypes which he believed influence all men. 

Photographs of Jung, his family and his work are mounted on over 50 panels. 
Some of the areas of his life and work which are covered in the exhibit include 
his boyhood and early studies, research undertaken at the Burgholzli Clinic in 
Zurich, his exploration of dreams and the unconscious, his thoughts on religion 


and alchemy, the Eranos meetings, and his journeys to non-European countries in 
search of universal symbols.
